1. Applicants canceled claim 10. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' amendment filed on July 13, 2004 overcame the previous rejection on 
claims 6-8 and 13-15 over Nozaki et al'713 (see Paragraph 7 of the final Office action). 
Nozaki's vinyl acetate unit in his copolymer of Example 86 does not teach present R 3 
(as amended) of claim 6 any more. Nozaki's copolymer of Example 44 does not teach 
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present "x3" repeat unit (which includes R 11 and R 12 variables as amended) of claim 13 
any more. 

Previous rejections on claims 9-12 under 35 USC 103, as being obvious over 
Nishi patents (6,512,067, 6,670,094, and 6,673,517) are hereby withdrawn in view of 
the statement that the subject matter of the present application and of each of the Nishi 
patents were commonly owned at the time the present invention was made. 

All of the double patenting rejections made on claims 9, 1 1 , and 12 over 
App/877, U.S. Pat.'067, U.S. Pat.'094, and U.S. Pat.'517 (see Paragraphs 11-15 of the 
final Office action) are hereby withdrawn in view of the amendment of July 13, 2004. 
Claims of those references do not teach or suggest those specific acid labile groups 
((L1 ) to (L4)) of present claim 9.
